The Thompsons had intended to convey land for the purpose of a |-family 
detached dwelling; however, the application was opposed by the Credit Valley 
Conservation Authority, the City of Mississauga, the Erindale Village 
Association and a number of area residents. 


The OMB dismissed both appeals on the proposition that the subject site is 
not suitable to be used for that purpose, and there has been no appeal to that 
decision. 


The Board did comment on the relationship between the provisions of the 
City's Official Plan and the greenbelt zoning. The City's position was that 
the Official Plan does not contemplate or allow for development below top of 
the bank and therefore the consent would not be in conformity. The Board 
found that the greenbelt zoning allows for construction of a detached 
dwelling and failed to see how the Official Plan policies could be relied upon 
by the City to resist a consent application. The Board gave effect to the 
presumption that in enacting By-law 263-86, the uses permitted under the 
greenbelt zoning, which includes a detached dwelling, were considered by the 
City to be appropriate on their merits. 


There may be a small number of properties within the City which are in a 
similar situation; however, any such properties have not yet presented a 
difficulty to the City. 


The basis of the unsuitability of the lands for development as found by the 

Board is not a general basis for defending other applications for similar 

relief. To the extent that there may be a need to defend further applications 

for severance on the basis that there should be no bulldings within the Credit 

aver Valley, there are a number of implications arising from the Thompson 
‘ision. 


- the need to clarify Official Plan policies which restrict development of 
lands designated Greenbelt, 


- the need to amend the Zoning By-law to delete any reference to 
detached dwellings or other structures within the Greenbelt zone, so that 
It becomes exclusively a “preservation” zone. 


Before any such amendments are considered, the Planning and Building 
Department should study the implications. 


Note: Mr. D. Lychak, City Manager advises that Mr. R. G. B, Edmunds, 
Commissioner of Planning & Building is preparing a report in this 
regard.

The decision of the Ontario Municipal Board (presiding 
members P.M. Brooks and M.A. Rosenberg) was released October 
19, 1987, a little over a year after conclusion of the 
hearing which commenced in September 1986.

(a) an appeal by Ruth Thompson of the decision of the Land 
Division Committee refusing a consent to sever a five 
and a half acre parcel of her land within the Credit 
River Valley; and 


appeals by the Thompsons of Zoning By-law 263-86, a 
comprehensive zoning by-law amendment affecting 
Erindale Village, the pertinent aspect of the zoning 
amendment being the rezoning from residential to 
greenbelt of all lands below top of the bank within 
‘the Thompson lands. 


The position as put before the Board by the Thompsons was

The consent appeal was opposed by the CVCA, the City, the 

Erindale Village Association, and a number of residents who 
live in the immediate vicinity.
